There's no longer any point to arguing that 
only a small percentage of minors and adults 
are madcap drivers, or in, other words the 
potential killers on our highways. 

The solution rests in hiinglng that small 
percentage under rigid control. That calls lor 
drastic action by the legislature, the gover- 
nor, the state law enforcement department, 

■ lUI law enforcement officials and the coilrts 
themselves. * . ' 

In an effort to halt. the nation's headlong 
rush into the most calamitous traffic toll of 
all time by the end of 1SS8. the National Com- 
mittee on Uniform Tmtlic Laws and Ordi- 
nances, for the first time in Its history, is 
calling on state legislatures throughout the 
country to establish absolute maximum speed 
limits and give law enforcement officers more 
sweeping on-the-spot arrest power. 
■ At the present time, 19 states have estab- 
lished maximum speed-Jlmlts. 21 have prima 
facie limits, and 8 have limits designated 
only as "reasonable and prudent." 

To "facilitate enforcement. Increase the 
safety of the highways and bring about uni- 
formity of traffic laws." tlic committee is 

—urging - alU states, to- adopt- Jtbsolutc- limits. 
Even under the most favorable circumstances, 
the committee recommends the maximum 
speed should not exceed 60 miles an hour in 
rural areas or 30 miles an hour In built-up 
areas, with downward toning to meet local 
conditions. 

In commenting on these recommendations. 
Thomas N. Boatc, a committee membcr 'artd 
accident prevention department manager of 
the Association of Casualty and Surety Com- 
panies, had this to say: 

"The recommended laws should dlscourapc 
traffic violations and make law enforcement 
more effective." The proposed changes have 
-long been favored-by most of the natluu'it 
courts and enforcement agencies and have 
been backed repeatedly by capital stock cas- 
ualty Insurance companies and their repre- 
sentatives. 

"Our traffic problem is bolting away at 
headlong speed. Already we arc appro.icliliig 
10.000,000 accidents a year at a cost of some 
five billion dollars. 1.500J)00 Injuries and 42.- 
_O0O.death£5'hc-strcnKthcninB of traffic-laws, 
must no longer be delayed If we are to halt 
this trend. It Is clearly evident that the 
broadening of police arrest powers and the 
tightening of speed law.t arc at the very lop 
of our most urgent needs." 

The question Is. will our legislature, the 
governor and our law enforcement officials 
really work toward such determined and 
realistic action, or will they continue the old 
sham of talking about campaigns, crusarics 
studies, youth rehabilitation acts, and all 
other such half-measures?

Customarily tar- 
antulas live It 
deep burrow) 
from which they 
'^emerge at dusk 
" ahd Into wtilch 
ttiey ' retire at 
dawn. Although 
the male dies In 
a few weel^s after 
mallni, the fe- 
mm a nrea many yean and layi 
from 300 to 400 eggh at I time, thus 
Ix capable ot producing several 
thousand young. Upon birth, each 
of these Toung are Immediately In- 
dependent. 

Although tarantulas have notor- 
iously poor eyesight and little or no 
«n»e of hcarfajT,, tftey ha« an eX' 
tremely delicate sense of touch— 
And when toilched, If hungry, at^ 
tAck Immediately- So swltliy, in fact, 
that when It seUes a cricket the 
human eye Is too slow to record the 
awltt assault. But when not hun- 
fcry. an Insect can walk under its 
hairy body unharmed - 

Now, for Its deadly enemy, our 
dJgfter wasp Pepsls. 

These solitary waspi of beaullful 
blue have a wine span of about four 
Inches and live on nectar. When 
excited they glre off a wamlnif 
odof- Their sling Is potent, much 
or«^ than that of a bee. 
In iho adull atage, the wasp Uvea 
few months and the female 
produces but a tew eggs, one at a 
time every two or three dnyn. 

And now for ihelr dead ly- relation • 
-ililp. For each of lis eggs, the mother 
wnsp niust provide one adult para- 
lyced trnntula. This tiny egg. the 
mother wasp attaches to the host. 
T^pon hatching, the Immature young 
feeds on the Urantula's body— It 
tnken no other food or water— and 
by Uie time It hns Ilnlshed Its 
enormous mrnl. It Is rendy lo.take 
up, wnsphood— and Uic fcmnle to 
liiy her few eggs In other tnrnntU' 

Ab soon Rs Ihn eRK.wlthln,..the 
fcmnle wnsp Is nlmo.-ii rendy lo be 
Inld— nnd note the llmlnt;— the 
mother wnsp nt once goes Inmntula- 
liuntlng. Mind. It Is n nollLiry wasp 
nnd has never seen a tarantula be- 
fore. But flying low over the ground, 
towards du.iV. Ihe wjisps knpiv, e«- 
ctly where lo look for lin victim, 
lear Uie iponlh of n tnrnhluln bur- 
ow, n round hole rdccd with silk, 
And the knowing wnsp is n sharp 
nMmologLit. Ench species of this 
I'asp knows lla npldern by heart- 
It requires a cerlhln species ot 
tnrftntuln, and never attacks the 
wrong kind. 

To Identify the right species — 
nnd there arc many— the digger 
wnsp explores Uie tnmnluln spider 
with her antennae; crawling under 
U and walking over It without 
arousing nny ho-iUllty alUtough the 
Investlgiitlon may cnuso the taran.

Next, the waq> drags the helpless 
tarantula Into the bottom ot the 
grave, attaches her egg with a 
sticky jecretlon, aaerva, fl'ls the 
grave with aoil carried tall by -bit 
in her Jaws, and finally t^ps Ihe 
ground all around around evenly 
to hide any trace of the grave from 
prowlers. Her offaprlns Is sately 
started In life. 

Contrast the two: The tarantula's 
confusion and stupidity; the wasp's 
seemingly Intelligent ncUons- 

Recognlslng this, nature hs.i pro- 
vided the answer: FerUllty. To keep 
the species going, the tamnlula la 
capotile of giving birth to seveml 
thousands: the wasp to less ihan 
1/lOOth part of thLi number. And 
so, digger wasp and tarantula Uirlve.
